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DETAILED ACTION 

As a preliminary matter, the amendment to the claims on 1 1 Sept. 2006 
has a reproduction error that results in omission of text along a vertical line. 
Although clear enough for examination, if ultimately the claims are not 
amended for formal reasons, applicant will have to resubmit a clean copy. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in 
this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 6-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by any one of Anderson (US 269691 3) or Carbonnier (US 2626052) or SU 
939094. Anderson '913 discloses an adjustable stator as shown in fig. 8-13 
and col. 5, lines 54+. Carbonnier '052 discloses adjustable stators 7 that all 
pivot as a group. SU '094 is similar to Carbonnier '052. 

3. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by RU 2187380. RU '380 discloses a stator 1 which has individually 
adjustable stator blades. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the 
basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 4-5 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over RU '380 as applied to claim 6 above, and further in view of either one

of Tucker (US 2190852) or SU 1273174. It is known to pattern the stator 
blades/plates in a manner so as to alternate the distance from the blades to 
the rotor as disclosed by either of Tucker '852 or SU '174. To apply such a 
pattern to the stator of RU '380 would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill.
